Lo ren Co llins, Shelby v ille, Who 
Aided in Ho ld Up Here in 
19 31, Gets Release. 


TWO BROTHERS WERE 
GIVEN SENTENCES 


A p aro le was granted Thu rs­ 
day by the state clemency co m­ 
missio n to Lo ren Co llins o f Shel­ 
by v ille, o ne o f two men who held 
u p the West Third street Kro ger 
sto re here in March 19 31. 
Co llins and his y o u nger bro th­ 
er were sentenced in Ru sh cir­ 
cu it co u rt u p o n their p leas o f 
gu ilty fo llo wing their arrests in 
Co nnersv ille. Lo ren Co llins was 
giv en a 10-y ear sentence while 
his bro ther receiv ed a 1-10 y ear 
term, bo th sentences being to the 
state refo rmato ry . 
The clemency bo ard was to ld 
that the Co llins bro thers entered 
a brief life o f crime in o rder to 
get mo ney to bu y fo o d fo r their 
m o ther and y o u nger sisters and 
bro thers who were destitu te and 
hu ngry . 
' 
They first sto le an au to mo bile 
in Shelby v ille, a gu n being fo u nd 
in the car, the bo ard was to ld. 
Driv ing to Ru shv ille, the two 
bo y s held u p a Kro ger sto re o n 
West Third street, o btained $9 8 
and retu rned to Shelby v ille. 
Lo cal o fficers assisted in later 
arresting the Co llins bro thers 
who p leaded gu ilty when bro u ght 
u p in co u rt here. When arrested, 
$32 was fo u nd in p o ssessio n o f 
the bro thers who said that the 
rest o f the mo ney had go ne to 
bu y fo o d and p ay bills. 
The y o u nger Co llins bro ther, 
who has been o u t o f the refo rm ­ 
ato ry fo r so me time, ap p eared 
befo re the clemency co mmissio n 
in Lo ren’s behalf. He said that he 
held the gu n du ring the ho ldu p .

The triu m p hal entry of Jesu s 
into Jeru salem, still celebrated 
in Palm Su nd ay , is in su ch 
strange contrast with the tragic 
ev ents that hap p ened before the 
end of the week in the trial and 
cru cifix ion of Jesu s, that it is 
hard to u nd erstand how su ch a 
change shou ld hav e taken p lace 
so q u ickly . 
Yet when one looks into his­ 
tory one realizes that su ch su d ­ 
d en u p heav als of p u blic senti­ 
ment, and su ch contrasts of ex ­ 
p erience, hav e not been isolated 
ev ents. Again and 
again 
we 
hav e fou nd some world ly ru ler or 
official, or some p rop hetic lead ­ 
er in a high p osition, with p ower 
and influ ence with the masses, 
su p p orted with all the enthu -1 
siasm of the p eop le, su d d enly ,; 
throu gh some incid ent or change I 
of sentiment, cast d own from his 
p osition of p ower and p op u lar-1 
ity ; occasionally , like Jesu s him ­ 


self, going d own to d eath, where 
bu t recently he had had p ower 
ov er the d estinies of other men. 
Pop u lar 
sentim ent 
is 
v ery 
fickle, and Jesu s knew this p er­ 
fectly well, for had he not 
warned his d iscip les, “Beware of 
men,” knowing that men wou ld 
betray 
them 
and 
p ersecu te 
them?

If we can, howev er, for the 
moment forget the shad ow of 
the cross, which Jesu s, as we 
hav e seen from the last lesson, 
knew to be hanging ov er him, 
what a p ictu re we get of his en­ 
try into Jeru salem! The sheer 
p ower 
that 
he 
manifested 
throu gh his good ness and righ­ 
teou sness, and the accomp lish­ 
ment of a man strong in the 
sense of his own right and of his 
own mission against the forces 
of ev il and u nrighteou sness! 
There is an air of my stery 
abou t his entrance rid ing the 
colt u p on which no man had 
rid d en. If there be a sy mbolism 
in the incid ent, it wou ld be in 
the su ggestion as to how mu ch 
the p ower and glory of Jesu s 
were associated with the sp irit 


of those who were willing to 
p lace their colt at the d isp osal of 
the Master in resp onse to the 
simp le req u est “the Lord hath 
need of him.” If we shou ld all 
p lace ou rselv es and ou r p osses­ 
sions thu s at the serv ice of the 
Master, what triu m p hal entries 
of the King of Kings into ou r 
mod ern cities might be p ossi­ 
ble! 
The incid ent of Jesu s d riv ing 
ou t the bargainers in the tem ­ 
p le, and ov erthrowing the tables 
of the money changers, is one 
that has strongly cau ght hold of 
the 
imagination of mankind , 
and it has p lay ed a large p art 
in the d iscu ssion of the p hiloso­ 
p hy and p ractice of the Chris­ 
tian religion. The incid ent has 
been u sed again and again as 
an 
argu ment u p on 
Christian 
grou nd s to ju stify war and v i­ 
olence.

Whatev er may be said of the 
u se of force u p on other grou nd s, 
it wou ld seem that this incid ent 
has little to d o with the m atter. 
It wou ld ap p ear that the au thor­ 
ity that Jesu s ex ercised was 
largely that of moral ind igna­ 


tion. The money changers cer­ 
tainly had the p hy sical p ower 
to resist him and to resist him 
su ccessfu lly if they had stood 
their 
grou nd 
or 
combined 
against him. 
It was the p ower of his moral 
inv asion and the strength of his 
d enu nciation against the weak­ 
ness of their mercenary and sel­ 
fish p ractice that ov erwhelmed 
them At any rate, it wou ld not 
seem that the d riv ing of ev il­ 
d oers forth in this way from the 
temp le constitu ted any p rop er 
ju stification for d riv ing bay onets 
into the bod ies of men tod ay , for 
blowing them u p with hand 
grenad es, 
for 
bombing 
cities 
with p owerfu l long-range gu ns, 
or for d estroy ing p eop le regard ­ 
less of their innocence or gu ilt 
throu gh torp ed o attacks from 
high-p owered airp lanes. 
If we want to ju stify war, we 
shall hav e to find some other 
grou nd s 
than 
this 
incid ent, 
which is really a rev elation of 
the p ower of righteou sness, and 
not a p lea for the ex ercise of 
v iolence, ev en to effect righ­ 
teou s end s.

One m ay be well edu cated by carefu l 
reading , close observ ation and th e u se of com ­ 
m on sense. 
Indolence breeds ig norance and is a first 
cou sin to indifference. Indolence is intolerable 
and indifference is an inex cu sable sin th a t places 
ou r repu blican form of g ov ernm ent in jeopardy . 
The m an who does not tak e th e trou ble to v ote 
w hen he h as th e opportu nity , who tak es no in­ 
terest in pu blic affairs and refu ses to g iv e any 
thou g h t or tim e to th e well being of th e com ­ 
m u nity , is both indolent and indifferent, and he 
is ig norant of the ev il effect of his indolence and 
indifference. 
If a m an tak es his proper place In th e m odern 
schem e of affairs in th is cou ntry , he m u st be 
well inform ed u pon th e happening s and facts of 
present conditions — he m u st be alert to his op­ 
portu nity 
to 
be 
ag g ressiv e 
and 
constru ctiv e 
w henev er possible and he m u st be receptiv e to 
ev ery w orthw hile endeav or. 
You will profit by striv ing to be th a t sort of 
citizen. 


NEWS AND THE RADIO 
The Associated Press, one of th e larg est and 
m ost im portant news serv ice ag encies in the 
world, recently passed restrictiv e ru les forbidding 
th e u sag e of its m aterial ov er radio. This is the 
first direct action pertaining to th e restriction of 
news broadcasting th a t has been inau g u rated. 
The New York H erald Tribu ne com m ents on 
th e action as follows, “The action of th e Asso­ 
ciated Press in v oting to restrain its m em bership 
from su pply ing news to radio broadcasters is a 
rem inder th a t news is a v alu able and ex pensiv e 
comm odity . The reader of any responsible A m er­ 
ican daily k nows th a t he is safe from ‘m a nu ­ 
factu red’ news; y et, in a different sense, all news 
has to be m anu factu red, and today a heav y in­ 
v estm ent, elaborate plant and intricate and ex ­ 
perienced org anization are req u ired for th e pro­ 
cess. News is not only accu rate inform ation — 
it is inform ation g athered, collated and deliv ­ 
ered in a g iv en spot. As far as New Y ork ers are 
concerned, su ch an ev ent as, say , th e ou tbreak 
of th e w ar in Jehol wou ld not be news as long 
as they k new nothing abou t it. The facts be­ 
cam e news w hen they were ascertained by re ­ 
porters and correspondents, described in words, 
brou g ht to the cable offices, transm itted to the 
United S tates and m ade av ailable to th e pu blic. 
News is not som ething w hich fills the air lik e 
su nshine, the property of ev ery one; it is som e­ 
th ing which, lik e iron ore, has to be du g u p, re ­ 
fined, transported and m ade u sable. 
“In th e intricate m odern world this is a tre ­ 
m endou s u ndertak ing , and the new spapers w hich 
perform the task , w ith the press associations 
th a t they jointly own, a t least hav e a rig h t to 
ask th a t the resu lts of th eir labors be not a p­ 
propriated by anoth er adv ertising m ediu m in 
direct com petition w ith them , in order to in­ 
crease the other m ediu m ’s ability to com pete. A 
railroad w hich had m ined its fu el and tra nsport­ 
ed it to its storag e y ards wou ld nev er th ink of 
g iv ing it away to a riv al line to im prov e th e q u al­ 
ity of the la tte r’s serv ice. The radio, arriv ing 
u pon the established scene w ith all the enth u si­ 
asm of y ou th, has had some difficu lty in appre­ 
ciating th a t a rt and inform ation alik e are h ard 
thing s to produ ce as well as to distribu te. The 
A m erican Society of Composers and Pu blishers 
had to fig ht a long and desperate battle before it 
was able to conv ince the radio th a t it ou g ht to 
pay for the copy rig hts w hich it u tilized in order 
to m ak e its adv ertising tim e salable; and there is 
no reason why new spapers shou ld g iv e or sell 
th eir news to the radio as long as they th e m ­ 
selv es k eep it alway s av ailable to the pu blic.”
